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| Drugs: The Other Side 


By PAT MOORE 


“Every LSD user is a potential suicide,” says chemist 
Jan F. Larsen. He is a member of the U.S. Bureau of 
Diug Abuse, and if possible, has a lower opinion of drug 
users than they have of his breed. 

“People get these delusions of grandeur. They even 
think they can-fly.” Larsen doesn’t want the users, the 
ones who are “hooked.” He wants the makers. But the 
education eruption has created millions of potential mak- 
ers. Said one of Larsen’s team: “It’s like sweeping back 
the ocean with a push broom.” 

Larsen and three members of the Bureau participated 
in a vaid which turned up the new hallucinogen, MDA. 
This poten! synthetic mescaline was so new the night they 
found it, it wasn't even illegal vet. 

America’s reliance on drugs is unequalled in the his- 
tory of man on earth. Americans a pill-oriented so- 
ciety, conditioned to find happiness through chemistry. 

Checking responsible publications for the last three 
years, it becomes crystal clear that hallucinogens, stimu- 
lants and depressants are causing as many problems as 
narcotics. 

Some of the experts believe that drug addiction is 
decreasing in the ghettos, but addiction is increasing in 
the suburbs and on many college campuses. No commun- 
ity, city, suburb, or smal! town is immune. 

Drugs alter organs 

All drugs are potentially harmful. Even when used 
medically, they do their good deeds by unnaturally alter- 
ing the function or chemical structure of various organs 
in the body. A physician weighs carefully potential harm 
against potential good. The non-medical, unsurpervised use 
of drugs holds no safeguards, only dangers. 

At the base of this drug menace are millions of Ameri- 
cans who can't sleep, wake up, or feel comfortable with- 
out drugs, especially barbiturates, amphetamines, pain- 
killers, and stomach-distress soothers. 

The majority of these people would be indignant if 
they were accused of being “hooked” on drugs, and they 
would deny the charge. Their habits create no social stig- 
ma. With the exception of marijuana, LSD, and STP, the 
“caviar of the psychedelics.” the drugs are used as medi- 
cine. Many of the stimulants and depressants can be found 
in most bathroom cabinets. 

Middle-aged middle-class people, more than other 
groups, are afraid to admit they depend on drugs. Many 
of them do not know they have a problem. Most of these 
drug-users got their pills from a leval source. The pre- 
scription came from a doctor; and the prescription was 
filled by a pharmacist. 

The affluent pill-users study medical journals carefully, 
so that if the family docter refuses to write the prescrip- 
tion, they can shop for a new doctor and give him such a 
lengthy medical history that he will prescribe the wanted 
pills. 

Occasionally, a desperate patient 
scription pad, forge the prescriptions 
amounts and dosage. 

Some doctors at fault 

And don’t forget the handful of doctors who do noth- 
ing but write prescriptions—sometimes as many as sev- 
eral hundred a day at five dollars per patient. These men 
do the medical profession a great disservice, but their 
patients are grateful. 

Why do people take these drugs? Is it because the 
pressures and demands of a society have become too much 
for adults to bear? Do they have family and job problems 
and anxieties? Do they feel trapped by their split-level 
existence? These are a few of the excuses for joining 
the pill parade. 

Middie-class drug abusers live in a chemical world 
that may be more dangeious and harder to escape than 
their old one. They seek artificial ways to escape from 
life’s cold realities. But barbiturates, hallucinogens, am- 
phetamines and certain tranquilizers are dangerous and 
sometimes addictive. 

LSD is a case in point. Many LSD users are winding 
up in hospitals with psychoses. Early, inconclusive reports 
indicate that LSD mav also damage chromosomes—the 
cells that dictate our inherited characteristics. Larsen re- 
fers to the condition as reonatal addiction, 

Some hard-core acid heads are injecting LSD into 
their veins—mainlining a faster high. And some of 
them are suffering from the needle-induced diseases of the 
heroin mainliner: phlebitis, hepatitis, en- 
docarditis and pulmonic foreign-body reactions. 

For relief, not kicks 

Contrary to claims of indescribable delights by some 
drug users, ‘most people abuse drugs to relieve anxiety. 
They are not pursuing pleasure, they just ache and hurt

In light of the recent ter- 
minal events in Bolivia, this 
volume of Che Guevara's per- 
sonal experiences during the 
Cuban Revolution takes on more 
interest than usual, seeing as 
we are not going to get any more 
out of him. Although ‘‘Remi- 
niscences”’ is almost worthless 
ideologicaily, it is very much 
important reading: it gives Che, 
already well on his way to be- 
coming a bronze -statue-in-the- 
park sort of figure. human di- 
mensions wrought by his own 
hand, 

From the start, I was struck 
by the apparent honesty of Gue- 
vara’s recollections. After wad- 
ing through @ translator's bio- 
graphical sketch and a ‘‘Tribute 
to Che’’ written by Fidel, whict 
of course holds the late doctor 
up as a guiding light to revoiu- 
tionaries everywhere, the nitty- 
gritty of the matter was a joy 
to behold \ithough I had to 
trust Che's memory as accurate 
(somithing he admits in spots 
it is not), it is obvious that the 
revolution must have happened 
the way he says it did: too 
much of it was too confused and 
bungled-up to be anything but the 
work of mortal men 

rhe revolution got off to a 
most inauspicious beginning, 
Castro. Che, and eighty-one fol- 
lowers left their training ground 
in Yucatan rather hurriedly one 
night after they learned they had 
been betrayed, Escaping into the 
open sea aboard the now-fabied 
yacht ‘““Granma,’” Che relates 
how they wandered in the storms 


waters of the Carribbean for 
ten days before finding Cuba 
\ll the while they searched 
frantically for the anti-sea 
sickness pills, which of course 
could not be found. 

“We sang the Cuban national 
anthem and the ‘Hymn of the 
26th of July’ for perhaps five 
minutes...’ Guevera tells, ‘‘men 
with anguished faces holding their 
stomachs, some with their heads 
in buckets, others lying in the 
Strangest positions, immobile, 
their clothes soiled with vomit."’ 

Upon landing in Cuba, the 
soldiers were immediatel, spot- 
ted by the Batista government. 
They wandered in the swamps 
for three days (during which 
their new boots became soaked 
and turned their feet into large 
blisters) and then were nearls 
annihilated in a battle from which 
eighteen of the eighty-three 
escaped 


In a few years, Cuban poli- 
tictans and historians will 
doubtless be singing of Che's 
great exploits during this rout, 
Che reiates t 


as confused as anyone else, 


juntiy that he was 


wounded, and for some unknown 
reason thinking about a Jack 
London story where the hero, 
learning he will freeze to death, 
leans up ayainst a tree in Alaska 


and “ends his life with dignity."’ 
I was thinking,’ continues 
Che, "'more.,.of the imminence 


of my own death than of the 
specif ¢ incidents of the battle,”

Negro Leader Discusses

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Changing Face Of Higher Education 


Students Set Up a College Here to “Do Their Thing”

(}-ditor’s Note--This is the 
third ina series of articles pro- 
bing the changing face of higher 
education, with eniphasis on Sac- 
ramento State College. This ar- 
ticle probes some student think- 
ing; the interview is with Jeff 
Hardy and Theresa Corrigan, 
both instrumental in the opening 
of the ASSSC sponsored ‘‘exper- 
imental! college’ this fall), 

HORNET-~-The trend these 
days seems to be ‘‘doing your 
own thing’’ as a breakaway from 
the conventional teacher -student 
relationship, Does this experi- 
mental college mirror this trend’? 

HARDY--Very much so. lan 
interested in it because 1 found 
the honors program very sterile- 
a kind of aloofness pervaded the 
whole atmosphere. I’ve had three 
such honors 
case, the teacher presumed we 
were very inteilectua!, and could 
siphon up a lot of material, 

HORNET--This aloofness you 
speak of--do you feel it pervades 
the rest of campus classrooms’ 

HARDY- Yes, I think so, And 
I think the honors program high- 
lights it. 

HORNET --But most students 
haven’t experienced the honors 
program. How would you relate 
this to their experience? 

HARDY --The typical English, 
psychology, etc., coursesthrowa 
lot of book stuff at you; they make 
you regurgitate material. You 
get Beowulf, and you’re asked to 
regurgitate it. You study this 
psychologist’s philosophy, and 
you’re asked to toss it backat the 
teacher. They don’t ask you ‘‘how 


classes--in eact 


did it affect you’’’ or ‘‘what did 
you get out of it?’’ And it’s not 
relevam enough--it's not broug:'t 
up-to-date, Take the poem 
‘Richard Cory.’’ Students today 
would probably get a lot more out 
of it, say, if they heardthe Simon 
and Garfunke! version, Teachers 
sometimes forget that the very 
classroom is_history-in-the 
making They spend too much 
time pondering over history past, 
HORNET--We have spoken of 
the present student-teacher 
relationship.
